The boys hare had a hard time of it here. 
For seTeral days we were without prorie- 
ions, and we had to get something to eat as 
best we could. We succeeded in getting 
some com~meal at Rodgers’ Mill, and on 
that alone, without salt, grease or cook- 
ing utensils, they would make it up into 
“hoe cakes;” and the manner in which 
it was cooked nerer entered into the 
heads of Pargny, Charley Rnfer,Ca wine, John 
kolhep, or “any other man.” They would 
stick them into the ashes, get an old dirty, 
rusty spade or piece of iron, a tin cup, ana 
in that manner they would bake their cakes 
and make mash, and on that they subsisted 
till hunger drore them out to hunt up some 
chickens, geese, com cakes, bread, regeta- 
bles, and such like /odlier as they could buy, 
beg or “gobble in” from the farmers close 
around camp, till the prorision train ar^ 
rired. It Jbu arrived and we are all O. K. 
onoe more. Salt is worth $26 per bushel 
here and pins a dollar a paper. Our next 
more will be to occupy Cumberland Gap and 
from there for KaoxTille. 

There has been no mail commnnication to 
this Valley for eleren months; the people 
are perfectly ignorant of what is going on 
either in the United or Confed Stsdes. They 
were as eager (br news as we were for grul^ 
Whan we arrived we supplied them with 
one and they supplied us with the other. 

I informed you in my li^ that the regi- 
ment would he paid off in a day or two frw 
that time; but, owing to our sudden march- 
ing orders for this place, it will hare to be 
postponed till we arrire at Knoxville. We 
could make no disposition of our funds if 
we had them now, for there would be no way 
for the men to send them to their families. 
So it will be all for the best to have it put 
off for a “few days” longer, when we will 
have four months’ pay coming instead of 
two. Four months will be due on the 1st 
of July. 

The Louisville boys are getting along 
buUjf, and are in excellent health and spir- 
its and eager to haTS a “set to” with the 
enemy. 

I will write to you as often as I have an 
opportunity of sending a letter.

Editort Democrat — Gentlemen: Since I 
last wrote to the Democrat we have seen 
something of the elephant. As yon will 
perceive by the heading of this, we have 
left “old Kaintoek” and are now in “Dixie’s 
Land.” We left Camp Moss House on the 
morning of the 7th at daylight and arrived 
here on the evening of the 12th, after a long, 
weary and most laborious march over the 
mountains. When we arrived at the foot 
of the Cumberland, on the north side, we 
were halted for several days for 
the purpose of “working the roads,” and 
such a job as it was no brigade ever en- 
countered before. The road up had been 
sompletely blockaded with fallen timber and 
large rocks, thrown there by the rebels, all 
of which had to be cleared away and the 
roads made over so as to enable our artillery 
and large siege guns to pass over. For three 
or four days it was nothing but detail after 
detail of men from the several regiments, 
until the whole of them were either at 
work, sUnding^ guBrd, or on picket duty. 
On the morning of the lOih, while the road- 
workers were hard at work, the guard over 
them espied a body of about twenty-five 
secesh cavalry approaching up the moun- 
tain, when we laid a trap for them; and, 
just as our object was about to be accom- 
plished, a fool-headed member of tho 
sixteenth Ohio fired without orders, 
when the whole party skedaddled down 
the mountain with three wounded and minus 
three fine horses, a saber, several guns 
(double-barreled shoUguns, Stolen, of course ),

Davis and the Sonthem Confede- 
racy. He was warned to stand back ami be 
silent, but intuliiugij preserved, until rv- 
eeiving a shot through the heml which 
killeil him instantly. ’This, aad the fim- 
neaa evinced by Bradley and his men, eoele<l 
and aeattored the mob. As Capt. Bradley 
waa moving away with twelve prisoners in 
charge, a man by the name of Foster, mis- 
taking the Home Guards for his own guer- 
rilla party, ran in among them and was 
taken prisoner. This man. Rev. Henry T. 
Foster, is Jecide«11y a character, and we 
cannot refrain from devoting a little apace 
to him. .\fter being arre-t^ he endeav- 
ored to make his escape through the woods, 
when some thirty-five shots were fire<i 
at him, one of which passed through his 
left ear, striking his forehead jint above 
the. eye. He is sixty-five years of age — the 
father of Dr. Foster, killed at Piketoa, an<i 
another only son, is or was, according to 
his own statement, a prisoner at Camp 
Chase. He talks frankly and freely — says 
be triad to raise a company to join Mar- 
shall, and that he has stayed more or less 
fur two weeks preceding this raid with a 
guerrilla camp near Lushy’s Mills. He also 
states that there was another camp not far 
distaat. He informed us that it was his 
family who raised the ridiculous cry of a 
negro insurrection in Owen, which causa l 
ao much alarm some lima siace. He is the 
same Rev. H. T. Peakcr who waa taken in 
Clarke county, in the troop of rebels hound 
for Haraphrey Marshall's camp, by Colonel 
Craddock and Major Buckner, soma months 
since. .\ more hardened ret>el and sinner 
than this wicked, hoary-headed man doe» 
not, perhaps, exist in all the nation.

That this whole affair may be more per- 
fectly understood — why the Home Guard 
companies happened on the scene of (he raid 
nearly at the same time, Ac. — we will ex- 
plain, according to the information we de- 
rived from Captain Bradley. Bakes and 
Bradley's companies met at Owenton a few 
days preceding the affair at Lusby’s Mills, 
the latter having in his possession twelve 
prisoners whom he had arrested indifferenr 
parts of the county, whom he intended to 
convey to Berry’s Station for transportation 
to Lexington.

Editort Democrat — Gentlemen; At laat we 
are in the stronghold of Secessia, the boast- 
ed snd impregnable nerrr-to-be-taken Gap ; 
and well and truly have they called it tM 
Gibraltar of America, for, with the forces 
with which this place was ocoupied (abont 
seven thousand), the whole of the Federal 
forces combined could never have taken it 
in a fight. The commander of this, the 
Seventh Division, General Morgan, ie the 
man that has laid the plans, and carried 
(hem out, to take the plaoe. and by one of 
the best of ail viotories— without the shed- 
ding of blood. The appearance of this 
division, on this side of the Cumberland 
Mouniains, so disconcerted tho enemy that 
occupied these gaps, and they seeing that 
we were fast getting between them and 
their resources for subsistence, that they 
must leave here qr sfarve to death like 
penned-up rats in their holes. So all day 
before yesterday and that night they took 
to a desperate leaving for the line of rail- 
road, and, judging from letters, Ac., found 
around in their camps, they are bound for 
Georgia. They must have left in a great 
hurry, for they left the most of their tents, 
camp etjuipage, provisions, clothing, arms, 
and six pieces of artillery — one sixty-four 
pounder, one twenty, and four twelve 
pounders. The sixly-four pounder they 
spiked and rolled over the side of the 
mountain, where, I suppose, it will remain 
till doomsday, for we don’t want it, I can 
assure you. 

Yesterday, the 18th of June, 1862, was a 
day long to be remembered by those com- 
posing this division. We left our camp at 
Rogers’ Mills (Camp Roaring Spring) at one 
o’clock A. M., with the expectation to make 
an_ attack on a largo force under one 
Rains, at a place called Charles River, 
nine miles from Rogers’ Mills, and about 
twelve miles from this place; but lol as 
usual (and as a matter of course), when we 
got there, with as early a start as we got, 
we found that they haid skedaddled just a 
few hours before we reached the expected 
spot. They left in the early part of the 
night. Their camp-fires were still burning. 
We then pushed on towards this place, with 
the determination that if a fight could be 
had we would have it. But again wo were 
doomed to be disappointed, for they had left 
simuluneously with the other forces; so we 
marched in and took peaceable possession 
of the Gap. 

Our brigade (the Twenty-sixth, General 
De Courcey commanding) was the first to 
enter. We marched up to the topmost point 
and planted our colors, and wit' Foster’s 
Battery we fired a national salute. Each 
brigade will do likewise, as they come into 
camp. 

Our boys cut a very singular figure 
dressed up in Secesh uniforms, swords, Ac., 
that they have found hidden away iu bouses 
around about here. 

I tend you a couple of letters which I 
found here in camp, one of which will 
interest some of our Secesh friends in 
and around Louisville. The young man 
adopts a very good plan to have his advice I 
very generally circulated, for sweet-hearts, ! 
you know, are an excellent advertising ' 
medium. He don’t advise any of his friends . 
to volunteer in the service of Jeff. Davis, ! 
as they will get 39 lashes if they don’t stay , 
as long as they are wanted. The other ia a 
note written and left expressly for the per- 
son of Major-General Morgan, and he 
signs himself “Sub Rosa.” He is not very 
chaste in his remarks, but as decent as a 
rebel can be, I suppose. 

We will be off for Morristown, Tenn., in 
a few dayi; that is the place where we will 
strike the Virginia and Tennessee Railroad, 
and then good by to any further communi- 
cation between those States. 

We found several copies of the “Southern 
Confederacy,” printed in Atlanta, Ga., here, 
one as late as June 16th. 

This letter is written on the regular, 
genuine secesh writing paper — some that

They make their appearance 
in groups of from fifteen to fifty — cavalry 
generally— but they always get wouted 
and make a skedaddle of it, as a matter of 
course, and in nine cases out of ten worse 
off than when they came. Since our 
arrival here, on account of the non-arrival 
of our provision trains, our boys have 
been compelled to do considerable foraging.

he got up, either wounded by a shot or from 
the fail, for he was seen to fall again twice. 
He was carried off by his pals. Sergeant-

The folks hereabouts arc perfectly de- 
lighted to see us make our appearance in 
this beautiful valley. They feel like being 
relieved from bondage; they flock in in 
hundreds to see us, and are willing to give 
np the last thing in their possession for onr 
benefit. They can hardly believe it a real- 
ity that a Union force, sufficiently strong to 
be of any benefit to them, has actually come 
to their deliverance. They^say they have 
an abundance of forage, pro’visions, Ac., to 
supply UN with, and as soon as they can 
bring them to us, without danger to them- 
selves and families, they will haul them 
into camp by wagon loads. Several refugees, 
who have been banished from their homes 
and families for • months, some as 
long as eleven months, followed us oo our 
march here, and have been returned to their 
families. 'The day after we arrived here 
our division was ordered back into Ken- 
tneky again. Gen. Beard's brigade, the ar- 
tillery trains, Ac., went back over the 
mountain ; and if ever you saw a poor, mis- 
erable, dejected, forsaken-looking set of peo- 
ple, it was these poor East Tennesseeans I 
They just looked as if their last hope bad 
gone, and there was nothing left them but 
perfect despair. But, as go^ fortune and 
a kind Providence wonld have it, the order 
came for a “ forward”' movement again, and 
then they rejoiced. 

I have often wondered why it was that 
the Secesh occupied these Gaps ; for there 
are several of them, you must know — the 
Cumberland, Roger' s,Wilson’s,and Big Creek 
— all within a range of 83 miles, and all lead- 
ing into this, Powell’s Valley. Powell’s 
Valley is a narrow, beautiful, and a most 
productive atrip of land lying at the foot 
of the range of the Cumberland Moun- 
Uins, over fifty miles in length, and rang- 
inii from a half to one mile in width, 



yond which is an opea eonntry. The woods 
intervening between our troope aad the 
enemy prevented the result of our artillery 
firing from being known. Two Napoleon 
twelve-pounders under Ci^iL Deruaeey sne- 
ceeded in getting threugh the ewamp during 
the evening, and did excellent service.

If the baiter, which they richly 
deserve, does not catch some of them we 
shall be surprised. 

We have had no news from Col. Warner ■* 
men since they left, but underr<tand front 
other Bouvees that the guerrillas have dis- 
persed, and quiet has again been pretty 
well restored. If this is not so, it will not 
be long before they will be settled thor- 
onghly.

Flag Officer Davis has reported conoero- 
iag tbe expedition up the White river, that 
after the accident to the Mound City, the 
wounded men were shot by the enemy while 
in the water, and adds that the Navy De- 
partment and country will contrast the 
barbarities of a savage enemy with the hu- 
mane efforts made by our own people to 
rescue the wounded and disabled under 
similar circumstances on the 6th inst.
